“"f you are to have Canada pros- 
perous you must have agriculture 
prosperous” He cited instances of 
the way ‘in which, he said, farmera 
were suffering under the present fis- 
cal syetem. He mentioned the case oF 
a Marquette farmer who bought a 
carload of cattle last fall, fed them, 
then had to sell them recently in 
Winnipeg for lem than he gave for 
them, There was another case of a 
Saskatchewan farmer, who took a4 
ecarload of cattle to Winnipeg, 
sent them back to Saskatchewan be- 
cause he could not efford to sell them 
at the price offered. 

“Ig that a healthy condition for 
business,” Mr. Crerar asked. “The 
farmers of this country cannot cont!- 
nue under such a condition of af- 
fairn They cannot keep on buying 
in @ protected market while their 
products are sold in the open markets 
of the world.” 

“Agriculture was the staple indus- 
try of Canada, not only for the sake 
of the farmers, but for the sake of 
the country as a whee, agriculture 
should be made as prosperous as pos- 


sible. 
Beciprecity 

Touching on the question of recipro- 
elty with the United States, Mr. Crerar 
expressed the conviction that within a 
year the way would onen for a re-opening 
ef negotiations with the United States 
locking to am exchange of natura) pro- 
duvets on o basis that would be motmily 
eatiafeetory. But there was notaing to 
Dope for from the present government in 
thet respect. The prime minister had 
frewtly stated that he did not want re- 
eiprocity with the United States. 
governmest was doing nothing to secure 
Bew markets. 

Mr. Crerar maid that se was in Ottawa 
when the suggestion of the grain in- 
quiry erose, and it was common comment 
then that the purpose of the inquiry was 
to “get the Grain Growers’ movesnent,” 
end to “get Crerar particularily.” Every 
effort would be made to misinterpret and 
Gistort the progressive movement, 

Mr. Cremer ‘spoke of the “special secret 
pemsion” of the grain inquiry board at 
Fort Willem. “The session was eld, we 
believe, illegally to get certain evidence 
before the public” Mr: Crerar said the 
United Grain Growers were not notified 
of it. The evidence wae such as would

Posed as the Statue. 

Om the edge of the quay. fronting 
the harbor of Alexandria, the popui- 
ace was watching the ships. Right 
in the harbor was the great Pharos, 
the enormous pile of stone. with 
winding steps, which Alexander the 
Great built so that forever on the 
top there should burn a beacon of 
light to guide ships into the harbor. 

Chrysis. wearing the comb and the 
mecklace. and with the mirror in her 


j band, naked except for a red peplum 


covering her figure. pushed her way 
through the crowd and toward the 
steps leading up to the Pharos. 

Suddenty the populace looked up at 
top of the great beacon, where at 
night the torches burn, but where 
now they saw something red.
